Hietorical Sketch 


Cletsop Plains Church,oldest continuing 
Presbyterian Church west of the Rockies 
wes orgenized Se,temher 19,1846,-twelve 
years before Oregon wes admitted to 
statehood on Fehruery 14.1859 


William “enry Grey came west with the 
Whitman-Spaldine perty of Preshyterian 
Church in 1836. Soon after he hecame 
one of the first settlers of the Clatsop 
Pleine district,- Kev. Lewis Thomson 
hed been ordeined in the "Ujper Miss- 
ourie"-Presbrtery; in 1845. He was" 
the first religious worker in the Coas— 
tel Noxth West. Arrivine here in the fall 
of 1846 he wes esked to preach a sermon 
in the home of the Greys. Immedigtely 
efter the Service he orcanized the Church 
with Alve Condit as Ruline Fleer end Mr. 
end Mrs. Grey ond Mrs. Condit es charter 
members. ir. Condit hevine been orgsined 
en Flder in “iijssourie™. lr. Thompson 
ministered to the Church for 2? yeers. 
The original church building wes erec- 
ted in 1850 at e cost of 52500. on a 
trect of lana (10 acres) doneteda by Nr. 
vend Mre. R.W.Morzison. Tiet building 
wee destroyed in « storm. The oresent 
besutiful brick structure was built on 
the sitc of the first, lergely the gift 
of Mrz. Jacob Xamm in memory of her par- 
ents, the ¥.H.Grsys. Iamcdietely hack 
of the church is tho Pioncer Cemetery, as 
old se thé Church itsclf, where rest ‘the 
original settlets and their immediate 
descendents.
